State Senate Passes Jobless Pay Bill 


HARRISBURG (UPI) — The 
Senate ended IO hours of de­ 
bate early today and passed 
Gov. 
William 
Wr. 
Scranton’s 
proposed 
unemployment 
com­ 
pensation program 
27-20 with 
Democratic Sen. Lyle G. Hall, 
Elk, joining 26 Republicans in 
approving the measures. 


The roll call came at 7:35 
a.m., 21 hours after the open­ 
ing of the session Friday morn­ 
ing. 


Both bills go to the House for 
further action next week. 


Democrats had intended 
to 
extend 
their 
attack 
on 
the 
Scranton program and the GOP 
senators until close to noon, but 
they lost their right to speak 
on a technicality and the Re­ 
publican majority pushed the 
vote through. 


It was the first all-night de­ 
bate to take place in the Penn­ 
sylvania G e n e r a l Assembly 
since the House talked 
until 


5:20 a m. during the 1961 ses­ 
sion on a two-cent gas tax rise. 


Hall told newsmen following 
the 
final 
vote that he 
was 
“ very much aware of the fact 
that I cast the only Democratic 
vote for this measure and al­ 
though I respect the position of 
my Democratic colleagues in 
the 
Senate I cannot honestly 
agree with them on this issue.” 


“ I felt,” Hall said, “and con­ 
tinue to feel that this legislation 


in the long run will benefit the 
working man and woman of 
Pennsylvania and at the same 
time enhance the economic cli 
mate of the commonwealth.”
